THE INAUGURATION. 


At 3 o'clock Monday afternoon, Jan 
1, 1906, the Woburn city administra- 
tion of the year 1906 was set in 
motion. At that hour Mayor-elect 
Arthur H. Linseott, City Clerk Jobo 
H. Finn, the Council, and other officials, 
assembled at the Council chamber to 
participate and aid in the inaugural 
exercises. More people applied for 
admittance than could possibly be 
accommedated, simply because the 
chamber was not large enough to hold 
them all. 

Alter a prayer by Rev. Henry C. 
Parker, pastor of the Unitarian church, 
City Clerk Fino administered the oath 
of office to Mayor Linscott, and the 
change from the old to the new took 
place. 

The simple services of inauguration 
having been performed, the newly in- 
stalled Mayor at once proceeded to 
deliver bis 


INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


It was a suund business document 
It touched and handled subjects in a 
business way. It had a business ring. 
Economy was ita keynote, and the 
suggestions concerning stricter economy 
in our public affairs and remedies for 
existing evils were practical. 

Some of the disclosures made by 
the Mayor were startling, at least to 
many people. For example he told 
the publie that $49,952 86 had been 
expended on the highways this year, 
an unprecedented sum without adequate 
returos for the same. ‘This probably 
means an early change of Commis- 
aioners, or a refusal of the Council to 
appropriate much money for the high 
ways. 

Avother item of news which the 
Inaugural Address disclosed was that 
$10,250 had been expended during the 
year 1905 in an endeavor to extermin 
ate the gypsy moth. This extravagant 
and most wasteful expenditure of the 
public funds has aroused the State 
authorities, so the Mayor said, and 
raised a doubt in their minds as to the 
propriety of giving Woburn the legal 
80 percent rebate. This waste of 
money on highways aud moths received 
merited condemopation in the Address, 
and a promise of financial reform by 
the new administration. 

The Mayor assured the people that 
the liquor laws should be strictly and 
impartially enforced during his reign, 
which declaration received with 
pleasure by the friends of temperance 

It was learned from the Address that 
the aggregate of the Municipal, Sewer, 
Water and High Sehool debt is $256,- 
410; and that the borrowing capacity 
of the city, under the law, was ou Jun. 
1, 1906, $30,772.22. 

Other matters discussed were boule- 
vards, almshouse, water meters, fire 
department, all of current interest. 

It was made apparent from the Ad- 
dress that Mayor Linscott bas a full 
and exact comprehension of the affairs 
ol the city; that be understands the 
situation, aud the conditions that cou- 
front him; aad that it is his firm pur- 
pose to give the city an economical 
(not niggardly) administration, and 
fulfil, th: letter, his anti-election 
promises.

GYPSY MOTH MONEY. 
the ears of our city 
authorities last week that the State 
authorities were highly wrought up 
aod greatly dissatisfied with the way 
money is being spent io Woburn for 
the extermination of the gypsy moth, 
aud are seriously considering the ques 
tion whether, or not, to allow this city 
the rebate of 80 percent of the coat of 
such work, as provided by law. Im- 
mediately on receipt of this intelligence 
all of the men engaged in the work 
ware discharged, and operations against 
the moth beld up. 

Woburn has out more thao 
$10,000 in the year, and it 
claimed by those who pretend to know 
that the beneficial results of the work 
are less than half of what that 
lurge sum of money should and would 
have yielded, if judiciously expended 

The State authorities contend that 
there has waste aod gross mis- 
management in the prosecution of the 
moth work in this city, so much so that 
the State would not be justified 
returning the 80 percent rebate.

I desire to urge upon your attention 
a careful perusal of the reports of the 
Treasurer and of the Auditor, and the 
annual and special messages of my 
three immediate predecessors. With 
every possible economy, we have been 
forced to raise, by direct taxation, a 
sum amounting last year to four mil 
lions of dollars This direct State 
tax is caused by the unusual gener- 
osity of the Commonwealth to the le- 
cal governments of its cities and 
towns The Commonwealth has as- 
sumed one local burden after another. 
Its assumption, for example, of the 
entire care of the Insane has relieved 
and should have reduced local taxa- 
tlon by over a million dollars annual- 
ly. 

Absolutely no additional revenue 
has been orovided to offset this in- 
creased State expenditure. On the 
contrary, the Commonwealth, like the 
in the fable, has opened her 
own veins to feed her hungry off- 
spring. The corporation tax, for ex- 
ample, is an excise tax levied and col- 
lected by the Commonwealth on or- 
ganizations created, regulated and 
controlled by the Commonwealth. In 
New York the whole corporation tax 
goes to the State. In Massachusetts 
about three-quarters of it fs returned 
to the cities and towns. The amount 
thus returned last year was $3,421,- 
096.81. Again, New York retains one- 
half the sum received for liquor II- 
censes Massachusetts retains but 
one-quarter. If New York's example 
were followed in this Commonwealth, 
the receipts of our treasury would 
have been increased last year from 
this source by $836,809.68. 

In view of these hard financial 
facts, I need not urge you to the most 
careful serutiny of every suggestion 
of increased expenditure and resist- 
ance to every endeavor further to re- 
duce our already inadequate revenue. 

Banking Laws. 

Since the new business corporation 
law went into effect there has been 
a growing tendency to organize cor- 
porations to engage In banking, and 
on the part of foreign corporations 
to obtain admission into Massachu- 
setts for the same purpose. 

The policy of the Commonwealth 
has been to restrict the business of 
banking to corporations organized 
under the banking laws. It has been 
safe-guarded as to investments and 
management, and placed under the 
immediate supervision of a competent 
board of examiners. To allow cor- 
porations to do the banking business 
under any other conditions is hazar- 
dous to the public and a menace to 
our banking institutions 

I recommend that legislation be en- 
acted to strengthen our present laws 
by the removal of any ambiguity of 
phrase, with such other action as may 
conduce to the effective prevention of 
unauthorized banking 


Insurance. 
The revelations as to the practices 


lof the great life insurance companies 


of New York have roused the coun- 
try to just indignation, Certain fra- 
ternal orders have met in convention, 
to reforms; the insurance 
commissioners of the various States 
have met, and are again to meet; com- 
mittees of policy holders of the great 
New York companies have organized, 
and are Jater to report their findings 
We have also the suggested remA@ly 
of national regulation 

Our own Massachusetts Ife Itnsur- 
ance companies, organized under our 
own laws, contain no instance of sub- 
ridiary trust companies organized for 
stock speculation, nor are they bur 
dened with the scandalous salary lists 
of the New York companies 

It is decidedly uncertain whether 
Congress has the constitutional right 
to make insurance law for the coun: 
try. If the Supreme Court should rule 
that Cong has that right, Massa, 
chusetts would still have the power to

Our first duty is to recodify our own 
laws, completely recodified in 
1887 Since then some laws have 
changed in application, others 
have become obsolete, some have been 
added. On this basis we should raise 
new legislation, framed after due and 
consideration of such recom, 
mendation may be made not only 
to this honorable body, but in the 
broadest sense wherever presented, 
In order that our new Massachusetts 
insurance code may be remedial, pro- 
gressive, and, as far as consistent 
with Massachusetts ideals, uniform 
with the new codes of other States 

In a question of grave importance, 
demanding technical knowledge of a 
high order, Governor and General 
Court alike can, I think, best serve 
the public ends by calling in the best 
impartial expert advice obtainabie. I 
therefore recommend that the Gover- 
nor, With the consent of the Council, 
be authorized at once to appoint a 
temporary and advisory board, who 
shall and codify our insurance 
laws, confer with the authorities of 
other States, correspond freely with 
all bodies seeking insurance reform, 
consider and originate measures ang 
suggestions, and report such infor 
mation, with their findings from time 
to time, to the present General Court, 
as an aid to its deliberations and final 
action. The service of such an ad- 
yisory board would, of course, termi- 
nate with its final report

Even-handed justice alse 
demands that those who make a ra 
tional nee of a modern vehicle should 
not be made subject to petty perse 
enution. As the State highways are in 
a larce measure a gift from the Com 
monwealth to the town or city, ane 
as automobiles are particularly de 
structive of the surface, I would sug 
rest, for this if for no other 
that all fines for overspeeding should 
be paid to the Commonwealth, and ap

All public-service corporations oper 
ating in Massachusetts are under the 
supervision of the Commonwealth 
with the exception of telegraph and 
telephone companies.

Boiler Inspection. 


The District Police report that 
there are in Massachusetts 13,000 
steam boilers uninsured by any com- 
pany. The inspection of boilers not 
Inspected by any insurance company 
cannot be effectively accomplished by 
the present force of inspectors. This 
State inspection of boilers is neces 
sary for the public protection. It 
should be self-supporting, all fees col 
lected for examination turned over to 
fhe Commonwealth, and the foree fn 
charge of it immediately reorganized 
and increased under direction of the 
District Police. Present conditions 
are a menace not only to property but 
to human Iffe. 

School Inspection. 

The work of the State Board of Ed 
ucation shows satisfactory progress 
as usual. I would suggest, however 
that you consider legislation contem 
plating a more general medical inspec 
tion of school children, as now prac 
tised In some localities, notably for 
the discovery of infectious diseases 
and physical defects. A child may be

Apparently Mayor Linscott ie fully 
alive to the necessity of finishing the 
new schoolhouse, the foundation of

Wages ef Women Workers In the 

Big New Vork Eatabifiah mente. 

Employees in the linen room receive 
€20 a month, with room and board, and 
their hours are well regulated, in most 
of the large hotels. The parlor maid 
or maids next on the salary list 
With $15, room and board, and the tips 
often bring this stm up to $30 or even 
$50. The maid's duties are to keep the 
parlor swept and dusted and herself 
tidy and ready to attend the women 
guests who desire her services. The 
chambermaids, bathroom girls, paint 
cleaners and serub women, of whom 
every hotel employs a small army, re- 
eeive $12 each. The work of the last two 
named is distinctly different. A serub 
woman would not think of cleaning 
paint, and a paint cleaner would feel 
that she was demeaning herself in 
scrubbing the floor. Throughout the 
house the question of social distinction 
is argued, the maids feeling above the 
bathroom girls, the parlor maid above 
the other maids and the linen room 
girls above the parlor maid, and so on. 
Human nature is much the same the 
world over, In the parlance of hotel 
employees, scrub women are known as 
“soubrettes,” the chambermaids as “the 
chorus,” while the parlor maids are call 
ed “show girls.” The “soubrettes” be- 
gin their work at 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and do not finish until about 5. 
They serub the floors and go through 
out the house with soap and hot water. 
In one big New York hotel the em 
ployees are permitted to enter the help’s 
dining hall at any time of the morning 
or afternoon between regular meals 
and have a cup of tea and a light lunch 
—a system which has much to do with 
the contentment reigning among the 
employees of this establishment. The 
cost is only a trifle, and, although the 
plan has been in operation for some 
time, those who enjoy its advantages 
do not abuse it.—Leslie’s Weekly.

HUMAN DISSECTION. 


Surgery and the Annatomists In the 
Olden Days, 

For « loug time Alexandria was the 
only medical center of the world, and 
the physician Galen, born about 130 
A. T., had to journey from Rome to 
the African city even to see a skeleton. 
He sent his students to the German 
battlefields to dissect the bodies of the 
national enemies, while he himself used 
apes as most resembling human beings. 
Human dissection was revived In Bo- 
lognua in the fourteenth century, where 
Madonna Manzolina later was profess 
or of anatomy, undoubtedly one of the 
first women doctors, if not the very 
first Leonardo da Vinel, painter of 
“The Last Supper,” was a great anat 
omist, but dissection had fallen into 
disuse when Vesalius finally revived 
it about the middle of the sixteenth 
century 

Even in comparatively modern times 
anatomists have been the object of at 
tacks by the populace In 1765 Dr. 
John Shippen of Philadelphia was mob- 
bed as a grave robber. Doctors’ riots 
In New York occurred twenty-three 
years later and were due to the belief 
that the medical students” robbed 
graves continually. It was @he lack of 
opportunity to obtain subjects regular- 
ly that led to the practice of grave rob- 
bing and originated what Dr. Keene 
calls “a set of the lowest possible vil- 
jains—the resurrectionists.".—New York 
World

cope. 


Attempts have been made to utilize 
odors in therapeutics. The odors of 
vanilla and heliotrope are credited with 
possessing a soothing influence over 
persons subjected to attacks of nerv- 
ousness, The of toilet water in 
the form of a spray will often restore 
those exhausted with the cares of busi- 
social or domestic duties. In the 
east the use of perfume is considered 
a purifier, though we look upon it mere- 
ly as # luxury, It is asserted that those 
who are employed in laboratories 
where perfumes are made or among 
growing flowers are healthy to an ex- 
tent exceeding those not so employed.—

STILL MARCHING ON. 


It is now about 15 years 
first gypsy moth nest was discovered in 
the vicinity of Boston. It was in Med 
ford. 

Since that date individuals, towns, 
cities, and the State have expended not 
leas than half a million of dollars to 
endeavors to exterminate the 
Last year the Woburn city authorities 
appropriated and spent over $10,000 
for that purpose, and last week appro- 
priated 2000 more. 

Every year, from the time of its 
discovery to the present, the moth has 
rapidly evlarged its field of operations, 
so that Supt. Kirkland of the State 
Moth Commission, in his report for 
1905, is obliged to say: 

‘A total of 2224 square miles of 
the territory in Massachusetts is occu 
pied by the gypsy moth.’”’ In 1900 the 
moth infested only 359 square miles, «0 
increase of 1865 square miles in 5 
years! 

Do these facts teach nothing? Is it 
possible that otherwise sensible people 
fail to discover the worse than folly of 
spending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually in trying to accomplish 
an impossible thing? 

A few evenings since Taylor C 
Lyford, a former State Moth Inspector, 
in a lecture at Hudson, said: 

‘They [the gypsy moths] are with 
us for alltime, and scientific men ure 
coming to that conclusion.” 

And, yet, towns, cities, and Com- 
monwealth keep right on appropriating 
money with which to fight, and 
beaten by, the gypsy moth.

The Belcher Artesian Well. 

The Belcher well in St. Louls is one 
of the famous artesian wells of the 
world. The boring of it was begun in 
the spring of 1849 by William HH. Bel- 
cher, who had a sugar refinery near the 
river a few blocks north of where the 
Eads bridge now Is. After the expendl- 
ture of $10,000 the well was in 1854 
driven to a depth of 2,199 feet, where a 
flow of seventy-five gallons a minute 
was struck, but the water proved to be 
so impregnated with mineral matter 
that it was unfit for use in the sugar 
refinery, for which Mr. Belcher wanted 
it. It is used now only for medicinal 
purposes and for sanitary baths.—St. 
Louis Republic.

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TRICK WITH DOMINOES. 


A Feat That Will Pursle Those 
In the Secret. 

An Interesting feat can be performed 
with the dominoes, which the operator 
announces as follows; “I will lay the 
dominoes In a line, one beside another, 
tying on their faces and making one 
binek line. Now TI will go into the next 
room, with my eyes as closely covered 
as you may desire. In my absence you 
may take from the line any number of 
dominoes you please provided you take 
them from that end which fs at 
my right hand and place them at the 
opposite end, so that, except for the 
change in the places of the plece, the 
line is just the same as before. On my 
return, without unbandaging my eyes, 
1 will tell you the number transported 
from one end to the other. 1 will do 
more. From the midst of these domil- 
noes, of which you have changed the 
position, I will draw one which, by the 
addition of its spots, will tell you ex- 
actly the number which you took from 
right to left. After they have made the 
change count with your fingers—if your 
eyes are bandaged—the dominoes from 
left to right as far as the thirteenth 
The spots on this thirteenth will inva- 
riably represent the number of doml- 
noes whose position has been altered. 
But in forming the line originally you 
must have arranged the first thirteen 
dominoes, beginning at the left, so that 
the spots on the first form the number 
12, of the second 11, of the third 10, 
and so on up to a double blank for the 
last and thirteenth.

The Garibaldl. 
The Garibaldi are a very ancient Li 
gurian family. The first who used the 
name would seem to have been Gari- 
bald, duke of Bavaria, A. D. 584. From 
him descended Grimaldus, king of Lom 
bardy, A. D Iiis son was Gari- 
baldus, Then the name disappears, but 
it Is early found among the nobles of 
Genoa, and at the institution of the 
Liber Aureus, in 1528, its members 
are recorded as of the ancient nobility. 
From 1528 to 1751 the successive gen 
erations of the Garibaldi are recorded 
In the “Libro d'Oro,” and the last name 
but one there entered is Joseph Gart- 
baldl, born 1792, probably an ancestor 
of the dictutor. In 1685 Jeannetia Gar- 
ibaldi was one of the four senators who 
accompanied the doge of Genoa to Ver- 
sailles after Louis XIV. had nearly de- 
stroyed Genova la Superba by bombs

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TEMPERANCE LEGISLATION. 


From the namber of bills before the 
Legislature one who is interested in the 
cause of temperance might be led to 
fear that too many cooks may spoil 
the broth. It seems to be a year for 
agitation in that line, and bids fair to 
end in a fizzle, as usual. 

The bills have been introduced by 
people ranged on both sides of the 
question, some of which are practical 
and good, and others not so much so. 
The saloon men want a law allowing 
those of Boston to keep open shop 
until midnight, whieh is now prohibited 
by the ‘‘semicolon law;” also, that 
the schoolhouse limit be made more 
favorable to their intereste; and some 
other things not approved of by the 
prohibitionists. 

The temperance advocates, among 
other things, favor local option for city 
wards, which looks well in theory, and 
may work all right in practice. Local 
option in this, as in many other things, 
is democratic, for it allows the people 
to say what shall, and what shall not, 
be done. The people hold the power 
in a Republic. 

There is likely to be sharp fighting 
over the temperance bills before the 
close of the present session the 
Legislature, aod if the questions are 
not left in a worse condition than at 
present, it will come in the nature of a 
surprise. 

On general principles, tiokering with 
established and fairly good workable 
laws dues not pay.

A PROCLAMATION, 


an act of the General Court duly 
approved, the 12th day of February has 
been set apart to be observed by the 
people as LINCOLN Day. 

“On the 12th day of February, 97 years 
lago, there was boro in a home of 
poverty in Kentucky a boy destined to 
share with George Washington the first 
place in the hearts of Americans. 

“The General Court has determined. 
jaud wisely, that the anviversary of an 
jevent so auspicious should no longer 
jremain unrecognized by this Common 
wealth. By virtue of the authority 
vested in me by clap. 325 of the Acts of 
1905, | therefore deciare and proclaim 
Feb, 12, LINCOLN Day, and urge upon 
the people of the Commonweatth the 
consideration and commemoration of 
the services of Abraham Lincoin. 

“The hour of Lucoln’s birth is un- 
known. I suggest that at 22 minutes 
past 7 in the morning, the hour of his 
death, the toiling of @ passing bell 
remind us that at that hour the United 
States lost the brave, patient suui that 
would have carried us in safety and 
honor through reconstruction, as it 
carried us in safety and honor through 
War. 

“Let the children in 
children whom Lincoln loved so well, 
come to their places in the morning 
only. Let them welcome to their school- 
hovses the survivors of the Grand Army 
that made the federation a Nation. Let 
the children hear the words spoken at 
Gettysburg and the Emancipation Proc 
lamation, and let them join with those 
living of Lincoln’s soldiers in singing 
The Star-Spangled Bauner iud ‘The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic.

The Wild Goose Bean, 

To the lumbermen of Maine are due 
the discovery and production of the 
now famouse goose bean, The real 
name of the man who planted the first 
crop of this vegetable is not known, 
but there are two rivals for the honor, 
and each has a most plausible version 
of his discovery of the bean, Jolin 
Goddard, afterward colonel in the civil 
war, told this story of how the bean 
was first found and grown by him: 
He had charge of a gang of lumber- 
men during the spring of 1846. The

In the crop of one young gan- 
der were three beans, whieh Goddard 
saved and planted in his garden that 
summer. TFrom these three beans he 
harvested about two quarts of beans, 
and from that first crop came the sup- 
ply which has since gladdened the 
hearts of lumberiwnmen throughout the 
country. 

Lighting the Yule Log. 

A custom at one time prevalent In 
England and still observed in some of 
the northern districts of the old coun- 
try is that of placing an immense log 
of wood, sometimes the root of a great 
tree, in the wide chimney place. This 
log is often called the Yule log, and it 
was on Christmas eve that it was put 
on the wide hearth, Around it would 
gather the entire family, and their en- 
trance was the oceasion of a great deal 
of ceremony, There was music and re 
joicing, while the one authorized to 
light it was obliged to have clean 
hands, It was always Hghted witb a 
brand left over from the log of the pre 
vious year, which had been carefully 
preserved for that purpose. A poet 
sings of it In this way: 

With the last yeere’s brand 
Light the new block, and 
For good success in his spending 
On your psaltries play, 
That sweet luck may 
Come while the log is a-tending. 

The Yule log was supposed to be a 
protection against evil spirits, and it 
was considered a bad omen if the fire 
went out before the evening was over. 
The family and guests used to seat 
themselves in front of the brightly 
burning fire, and many a story and 
merry jest went round the happy 
group

Modern Greek Fire. 

“Marine torches” are the direct de 
seendants of the Greek fire of the an- 
clents, thongh the modern torch is used 
for defense rather than offense and 
prevents the surprise of a fleet through 
the silent approach of an enemy. 

It consists of an aluminium cylinder 
used as a projectile. On being fired 
from a gun it produces no result until 
it falls into the sea. In its interior It 
contains stores of calcium phosphide 
and calcium carbide, The former pro- 
duces phosphureted hydrogen on con 
tact with water, which ignites sponta- 
neously and also ignites the acetylene 
gus liberated from the carbide through 
the action of the water. Enough of the 
chemicals is contained to last for ten 
hours, and a few of these torches 
thrown to the points of the compass 
from which attack might be expected 
would leave the defenders in obscurity, 
while not permitting the enemy to ap 
proach, 


The Grent Amazon River, 

In South as in North America na- 
ture does her work on the grand seale, 
and one of her noblest achievements ts 
the Amazon river. Rising in the Andes, 
it flows across the continent and dis 
charges into the Atlantic ocean at the 
equator, The vastness of the area 
which it drains, amounting to 2,368,000 
square miles, will be evident when it 
{is borne in mind that this is more than 
the area of Russia in Europe and Aus 
tria-Hungary. It has a length of near 
ly 4,000 miles, is navigable for 2,500 
miles from the sea and {ts fed by nu 
merous streams, which in any other 
country would be ranked as great riv 
ers. In the wet season, which lasts for 
about eight months, its width varies 
from five miles to 400, No wonder the 
Amazon has been called a gigantic 
reservoir rather than a river

Thus far we have had a somewhat 
connected story of this most wonder 
ful life of God manifest in the flesh, 
but now we pass over a great deal to 
reach this lesson of today From Jolu 
i, 19, to ty, O4, is all omitted. Other | 
events and teachings which are, in point | 
of time, before today’s lesson are taken 
up in later lessons of the quarter, Al | 
though our lessons do not give us the 
consecutive events, we may and should 
for ourselves consider them But in 
every event of His life and in all His | 
teaching we tnay see some new revela 


tion of the Father and learn to know 
Him better, and this is the one great 
aim of all Seripture—to make us to} 
know and trust Jehovah. 

There is that in the word of God | 
which reaches and satisfies the heart of | 
man as nothing else can. And as then 
the people pressed upon Him to hear 
the word of God, so it is still, as is} 
evidenced by the thousands who gather 
daily to hear the word through Dr. Tor- 
rey and from week to week to hear Mr 
Newell open the Scriptures, and ip 
some mensure I see it myself in the 
hundreds who gather at my own classes, 
often at most unseasonable hours, to 
listen to simple expositions of the 
Scriptures. I cannot but believe that 
those preachers make a great mistake 
who do not open the Seriptures to the 
people. See Luke xxiv, 27, 45; Acts 
vili, 25; xxviii, 28 

In Matt, fy, 18-22; Mark 1, 16-20, the 
fishermen are in their boats, either cast 
ing a net Into the sea or mending their 
nets, and there is no mention there of 
Jesus using a boat as a pulpit or of a 
Iniraculous draft of fishes, so that the 
eyent of today’s lesson must be some 
thing wholly different, The only same 
ness consists of His dealing with the 
same four men and of their leaving 
nets and boats to follow Him, But He 
was always dealing with these men, 
and they received call after call to fol 
low Him, and it was not till after His 
resurrection that they finally and fully 
got away from their fishing. Some are 
expected to continue in the same oc 
eupation in which the Lord finds then 
when He saves them—“Let every man 
abide in the same calling wherein he 
was called” (I Cor, vii, 20). But, what 


to glorify God (I Cor, vi, 19, 20; x, 31) 
The life of every believer consists of a 
series of cnils to leave one thing after 
fnother until we can say Phil, fil, &, 
but even then verses 183 and 14 will be 
our experience While we rematn in 
these mortal bodies there is no end to 
the dying to self that the life of Jesus 
may be manifest (II Cor, iv, 11) 

Let Simon's boat suggest to us our 
bodies, which are called vessels (II 
Cor. iv, 7; If Tim. ft, 21; Jer, evili, 4-6), 
Are they at Ilia disposal that He may 
occupy them and testify out of them? 
He does not ask from us anything we 
cannot give Iiim, but He does ask for

If we make His service our delight 
and Ju all things seek “first the king 
dom,” He will see abundantly to all 
our need (Phil. fv, 19; Matt. vi, 33) 
Fishing was the lawful and honorable 
occupation of these men, and they were 
doubtless skillful fishermen, yet here 
was a whole night's toll and no result, 
and after a much better acquaintance 
with Jesus they had a similar expert 
ence We cannot but think of His 
words, “Without Me ye can do noth 
Ing,’ but more remarkable His words 
concerning Himself, “I can of mine 
own self do nothing’ (John xv, 5; y,| 
80). The nothings of so called Chris 
tlan work—the wood, hay and stubble 
to be burned up (1 Cor, ill, 12-15)—will 
be sometbing appalling. for only that 
which God works will stand 

They had toiled all night in vain, 
and now tn the morning the Lord says, 
“Launch out into the deep and let down 
your nets for a draft” (verse 4). Simon} 
seems to think It useless, but he puts 
the responsibility upon the Lord with 
his “Nevertheless, at Thy word.” He 
does not seem to obey cheerfully or 
fully, for the Lord sald, “Let down 
your nets,” and Simon said, “! will let 
down the net,” as If one net would 
easily bold all they would get that time 
of day Our gracious Lord did not 
allow the half hearted obedience of 
Simon to hinder the fullness of the 
blessing, but filled the net to the point 
of breaking and gave enough fishes to} 
fill both the ships” (verse 7). He loves 
to fill, whether It be boats with fishes, 
or the hungry multitude with bread, or 
His people with the Holy Spirit, and 
He will yet fill the whole earth with 
His glory.

Fire Department. 


Eprron Wornurn Journat: 

As our present City Council 
be looking into the expenditures of the 
Fire 
to see how ita expenses compare with 
tho#e in a neighboring city. 

I have before me the report of_ the 
City of Melrose for the year 1904. From 
it 1 find that the total current expendi- 
ture on account of the Fire Department 
in that city for the year 1904 was $9,076. 
In Woburn the total current expendi- 
ture for that year was $15,260, or more 
than $6,000 greater. 

In Metrose, the annual 
Chief Engineer ia $300; 
salary ia $500. In Melrose, they pay two 
Assistant Engineers $100 each; in Wo- 
burn, we pay the one Assistant Engineer 
$350. 

In Melrose, the total sum paid in 1904 
for drivers and electrician was $1716; 
and in Woburn, for the same year, there 
was a total paid for drivers and elec- 
tricians $3459. 

In Melrose, the call men received a 
total of $2,700, while in Woburn, for the 
same year, the call men were paid 
$6,140. 

It would certainly 
figures that Woburn was most liberal 
with its Fire Department, when one 
considers that the taxable property in 
Woburn is less than it is in Melrose. 
Besides, the latter is a rapidly growing 
city, while ours unfortunately, is not. 
There are to-day not many more build- 
ings to_be protected than there were 
when Woburn became a_ city, fifteen 
years ago. And yet, in that time, the 
expenses of our Fire Department have 
jumped up from $10,000 to $15,000. 

It may be that there is some warrant 
for this greatly increased expenditure 
in the Fire Department, but we have 
never known of any petition being pre- 
sented by the property owners here for 
the increases which have been made in 
the last few years. Certain it is that 
insurance rates in Woburn have not 
been favorably affected by the increased 
amount of money appropriated by the 
city for the Fire Department. In fact, 
as we all know, insurance rates are 
higher now than they were when the 
Fire Department was less expensive to 
the city. 

I omitted to add that the Fire Depart- 
ment in Melrose in 1904 responded to 95 
alarms, while the Woburn Department 
responded to 92.—B.

AQUATIC PLANTS 


How They May Be Succesafally Calti- 
vated In Tubs. 

The cultivation of aquatic plants in 
tubs makes {it possible for any one to 
try his skill with them. Of course he 
need not expect to be able to grow the 
rarer sorts of nymphaea, but he can 
succeed with many beautiful varieties 
of water lily and other plants of that 
class, A half barrel is not very at 
tractive in itself, but its lack of beauty 
may be concealed by the plants, or it 
may be sunk its depth in the earth 
When it contains a fine specimen of 
some aquatic plant we will forget all 
about its lack of grace. When prepar 
ing for these plants put in rich black 
mud from the bed of streams or muck 
from swamps to the depth of a foot; 
then plant your roots In it and fill with 
water. Add enough water from t 
to time to make up for that which ts 
lost by evaporation and give the tub a 
sunny place in the yard or garden. If 
you want to grow more plants than one 
tub will wood 
plan to take four, five, six, or as many 
as you may decide on, and have them 
sunk in the ground close together, 
that the general effect will some 
thing like that which a large tank 
would give. A better plan, though a 
more expensive to earry out, Is 
to have a tank constructed of heavy 
planks. These should be securely bolt 
ed at the ends and the Jjolnts 
tight by white lead in the grooves

The history of the Great Eastern 
was from the first financially an un 
fortunate one. She made several voy 
ages to the United States at a great 
loss to her owners, but in 1865 and 1506 
she somewhat redeemed her character 
by successfully laying the Atlantic ca- 
ble. Subsequently, owing to her vast 
size, she instrumental in laying 
most of the important cables across te 
Atlantic, in the Mediterranean, through 
the Red sea, etc. In L888 she was sold 
at auction in Liverpool to be broken

The opinion prevails that a popular 
vote would bury the ‘Greater Boston” 
idea so deep that it wouldn't be heard 
from again for many years. The 
echeme has some good points, but does 
not, on the whole, commend itself to 
the approval of the people.

Senator Lodge is not au 
ardent advocate of government inter- 
ference in the management of railroads, 
at the best, but in his desire to serve 
the best interests of the country, he 
stands ready to give his sanction and 
support to any reasonable legislation 
that may make for the public good, 
and prove equally beneficial to the rail- 
roads by insuring a ‘square deal” all 
around.

In the libations of the Greeks, Egyp- 
tians and others perfume was largely 
used, Herodotus mentions the inel 
dent of the twelve kings of Egypt who 
were offering sacrifice in the temple 
of Vulean. At the door of the temple 
on the great altar were laid bundles 
of sandalwood and cinnamon, Upon 
these the sacrificial boar was stretched, 
the fire lighted, pastils of Incense 
thrown in and the smoke and “nidrous 
smells” high to heaven, Then 
Into the Inner courts marched the roy- 
al procession, preceded by Incense 
burners, who bore golden salvers, and 
by the smaller altar the kings knelt 
in prayer.

The other week the Shoe Trust held 
a meeting in Boston at which the prices 
of shoes were materially rais d. This 
was manifestly done to indnce Congress 
to repeal the duty on hides, and for no 
other. While the Trust were voting 
to increase the prices of the products of 
their factories the R. G. Dunn & Co.'s 
Weekly Review was saying: 

‘*Products for fall are also ordered 
freely, notably in the footwear indus- 
try, and shipments of boots and shoes 
from Boston for the month thus far 
eclipse all previous records.” 

Commenting on the above a leading 
newspaper of the country said: 

**The fact is that our shoe manutac- 
turers are doing an immense business 
and making enormous profits, There 
is no cause whatever for raising prices 
or asking for a repeal of the duty on 
hides, except greed. The people must 
not be fooled. The trath is that the 
Trust is simply trying a bluff, and it 
will not work.”

There were 674,161 voters in Massa- 
chasetts by the last census to be ap 
pottioned to eight Councillor, 40 Sena 
torial and 240 Representative Districts. 
Each Councillor District must embrace 
five Senatorial Districts. No Sena 
torial District may split a ward of a 
city or a town. All Districts must 
be in contiguous territory. For each 
Councillor there must be not less than 
84,270 legal voters; for each Senator, 
16,854 legal voters; for each Repre 
sentative, 2,809 legal voters.

ed. In former days there was such u 
constant use of polson by those who 
were of the obeah that the English 


government in Jamaica did its best to 
suppress it, but its practices were not 
discontinued, only concealed, Obeah ts 
pure fetichism, and the rites are at 
their revolting climax in Dahomey. In 
Sierra Leone all the old customs and 
superstitions, despite English influence, 
hold the natives fast. Voodoo worship, 
still existing among the Loulsiana na- 
tives, Is the obeah, only with another 
name, and even the white man will put 
faith in an absurd rabbit foot. There 
is with negro conservatism dread of 
the man or woman who can work obe- 
nh. When the colored race has been 
left to itself, as In Haltl, voodoo wor- 
ship flourishes. It is by no means a 
harmless bellef, because the obeah hag 
is skilled in the making of poisons and 
lives by the sale of them. If the pol-

On the opposite side of the car from 
the staterooms is a row of seats with 
revolving similar to barbers’ 
chairs, so arranged that the occupant 
may sit straight or recline in an easy 
attitude at pleasure.

SOUND DOCTRINE. 


Referring to ‘*those who at present 
are clamoring for the United States to 
give up the Philippines,” General 
Howard, President of the American 
Tract Society, at its meeting lately 
held in Washington, D. C., declared: 
‘\We cannot do so rash a thing until 
we have accomplished for these Islands 
what providence has intended us to do, 
namely, Christianize them. This is 
both the opportunity and mission of 
our country, and one of the most suc- 
cessful agents in this work is Christian 
literature.” 

By every reflecting mind the posses- 
sion of the Philippines by the United 
States cannot but be regarded as 
another atage in the progress of the 
Cross towards Christianizing the whole 
world. So thinks General Howard, 
the great Christian Soldier. 


(a The following extract from a 
letter written by James Miller at Louis- 
ville, N. ¥., on March 15, 1861, 
addressed to Mr. Griffin Piace, who 
handed us the letter, shows the spirit 
and feelings of the North immediately 
prior to the fall of Fort Sumpter, and 
after Lincoln’s inauguration : 

‘*We are hearing very unfavorable 
news from Washington just now. IL 
am afraid the new Administration won't 
be quite stiff enough in the spine to 
satisfy the Radical Republicans of Old 
St. Lawrence (N. Y.) Iam afraid 
that Seward has got the upperhand of 
Old Abe and is working him into his 
‘caving in’ policy. I hope it may all 
turn out well, but I fear the conse- 
quences, if they are not firm in carry- 
ing out the Republican doctrine aa 
enunciated at Chicago last May. The 
Republican Party will be divided and 
defeated. I had much rather we bad 
been defeated in the election Inst fall 
than to have the first Republican Ad- 
ministration a weak kneed one. There 
is great excitement among the people 
about the evacuation of Fort Sumpter 
Many say that if the Fort is sur 
rendered they will never vote the Re 
publican ticket again. So, you see, 
our only hope is to carry out the 
doctrines of the Chicago platform.” 

All of which will souod natural to 
those who lived and were interested in 
politics prior to the Civil War. But 
Mr. Miller’s fears were not realized. 


(a By his course on the overtime 
bill, which was defeated in the State 
Senate last Friday, our good Senator 
Hill of Stoneham aroused the indig- 
nation of the labor leaders to a boiling 
pitch. They pretend that he promised 
¢o vote for the measure, but when the 
time came for him to show his band 
aud help them out he crawfished, and 
they are after him with the proverbial 
picked stick.

Guild for 
another hearing onthe bill. Evidently 
it is about time for our good Senator 
Hill to stand from under.

Reading the reports one is inclined to 
the opinion that there is more ino it 
than appears on the surface—some- 
thing hidden; but what it is, or what 
motives actuate the members in their 
crossfiring, the general public have but 
slight knowledge of.

on its axis every twenty-four hours 
I’or the sake of round ficnres, we will 
call the earth eirenumference 24,000 
mile ind so you must have traveled 
during the | troll 1000 miles in 
the axial turn of the earth 

But this not all rhe earth makes 
& journey around the sun every yeur 
and a long but rapid trip it is. The dis 
tance of our planet from the sun we 
will put at 92,000,000 miles. This is 
the radius of the earth's orbit—half the 
diameter of the circle, we call it 
The whole diameter is therefore 1S4, 
000,000 miles, and the circumference, 
being the diameter multiplied by 

4.1416, is about 578,000,000

It Ta SU11 Resorted to by Doctors In 
Certain Emergenctes, 
Rloodletting, or “venesection,” as it 
is known setentifieally, was once the 
common remedy for nearly every form 
of ailment. Washington died of it, In 
the opinion of modern medical author 
ties, and soon after his time there was 
a renetion against venesection. Better 
medicinal agents accomplished what 
ever benefits were attributed to this be 
role treatment, and a better knowledge 
of phystology condemned the practice 
Venesection, however, is still em 
ployed in certain emergencies by the 
most advanced practitioners. A Ger 
man physician has made an extensive 
study of the subject, with clinical ex 
periments, and reaches the conclusion 
that in certain cases where the heart 
and lungs are engorged with blood 
venesection is permissible because of 
the speedy relief it gives, often after 

other resources have failed. 

Dendly toxins are also present In the 
blood In some diseases, and venesection 
reduces them. The lost fluid is replaced 
with an injection of salt solution 
Bloodletting affords relief to the livid 
sufferer from a distended heart when 
every breath is a struggle, but its use 
has been reduced to an exact science, 
and it Is regarded in medicine as a 
final resort for giving ease in a com- 
paratively restricted group of ailments 
The days when it was a cure-all, ad 
ministered by the corner barber as well 
as every physician, have disappeared 
into the past.—New York Press.
